NE-HALF cup sugar, two level 
tablespoons Crisco, cream  to- 
gether; add one egg. well beaten, 
one-half teaspoon salt; mix inte this 


two cups of bread dough, using hand 
for mixer. Add enough flour to 
make the mixture quite stiff still 
stirring with hand. Flour should be 
added until the dough will not stick 
to the fingers. Cover and let rise unr- 
ti. double its size. Add one cup of 
currants, washed and dried. Roll 
bits of dough about the size of half 
an egg into balls between the hands, 
and put them in a Criscoed baking 
dish without touching each other. 
Let rise te double their size, then 
brush over with milk in which suffi- 
cient sugar has been dissolved to 
give it the consistency of cream. 
Sprinkle dry sugar on the top. Bake 
in a moderate oven. This will make 
about 18 rusks.
